Half che Diameter being mulriplyed by half 
the Superficies , ſhews the ſame ro be one hundred 
fifty four, which is thirty three more than che mul- 
riplying a quarter ofthe Compaſs, by a quarter ; for 
which very reaſon the Sellers of Timber do uſually 
allow bur forry Foor of girt meaſure to the Load, 
whereas of other Timber they allow fifey, ſo thar ir 
is much ar one,
